HERMIT, the great son of Newmin- 
ster and Seclusion, was foaled in 1864 
and was sold as a yearling in the Mid- 
dle Park Stud sale for 1,000 guineas 
to Henry Chaplin. He won £15,572. 
At 2 Hermit won 4 of his 6 starts, 
was second twice. At 3, in a gal- 
lop two weeks befcre the Derby he 
broke a blood vessel. Everyone 
ured him out of the Derby except his 
connections so Hermit went to the 
post at odds of 1,000 to 15. He won 
the race and his owner won. over 
£100,000 in bets. The race nearly 
ruined the Marquis of Hastings who 
had laid heavily against Hermit. It 
was Hastings who had married a 
lady to whom Mr. Chaplin had been 
engaged to at the time. 

Later Hermit won 2 stakes at As- 
cot on successive days and then wasn’t 
seen again until Fall. He lost the St. 
Leger by a length te the great mare 
Achievement and lost to her again 
the following day in the Doncaster 
Cup. Later in the same afternoon 
Hermit won a stakes over the St. 
Leger course. In two days he had run 
6% miles in 3 races. 

Hermit led the English Sire List for 
six consecutive years and was one 
of the 10 leading broodmare sires for 
16 years. His son, *St. Blaise, led the 
American sire list in 1890, the year 
Hermit died at the age of 26.

EDITORIAL

UNDER a Washington dateline the Wall 

Street Journal recently published a report 
that the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives is favorably disposed 
toward the adoption “‘in some form” of a Treas- 
ury Department tax recommendation which 
should be of concern not only to breeders and 
owners of horses but also to many other payers 
and collectors of taxes. 

Under the present tax law, if a person op- 
erates a farm, a newspaper, a racing stable, or 
some other enterprise from which he gains en- 
tertainment but not necessarily a profit, he is 
entitled to claim a tax deduction on losses sus- 
tained, if he represents the enterprise as a busi- 
ness rather than a hobby. The losses allowable 
for such deduction are limited to $50,000 a 
vear, and there is a further proviso that deduc- 
tions for losses will not be allowable if they are 
claimed over a consecutive five-year period. 
That is, the Government considers it prima 
facie evidence that the enterprise is a hobby and 
not a business if it loses money regularly. 
Further, if the Government questions whether 
any such claim of deduction is allowable, it must 
assume the burden of proof for its contention. 

The Treasury Department now proposes to 
close up this “loophole” to the size of a needle’s 
eve. As the Wall Street Journal interprets it, 
“When an enterprise loses more than $4,000 a 
year for five years in a row, the Treasury 
should have the right to make the taxpayer 
bring in an overwhelming preponderance of 
proof to show that he’s really operating a busi- 
ness and not just plaving around with a hobby.” 

That is, the deductible losses would be re- 
duced to $4,000 a year and the burden of proof 
would be shifted to the taxpayer. 


The consequences of this proposal, if it is 
enacted into law, can only be imagined. It could 
persuade several thousand gentlemen farmers 
either to give up their land or to start farming 
it so intensively as to create a further expense 
to a government already committed to farm 
price supports. It could thus slow up the soil 
conservation program which has gained so 
much ground in recent years. The long-run gain 
probably would be nil. 

In the field of light horse breeding and rac- 
ing the effect would begin to show at once, and 
would be cumulative. Racing and_ breeding, 
whether classified as businesses or hobbies, by

their very nature are extremely hazardous en- 
terprises, insofar as the individual is concerned. 
On the other hand, they are extremely profit- 
able enterprises, insofar as the taxing agencies, 
and especially the state governments, are con- 
cerned. A Federal law limiting deductible an- 
nual losses to $4,000 would tend to lay the 
heaviest discouragement upon the few hundred 
men and women who, by reason of their wealth 
and their sporting interests, are the most im- 
portant figures in racing. If many of them were 
forced to abandon racing the sport certainly 
would decline in prestige and hence would de- 
cline in its role as a tax-producer. 

It appears to be axiomatic in government 
that whatever course will produce the most tax 
money is the best course. While this proposition 
in itself is not necessarily correct, it appears 
likely that in this case the axiom might as well 
be accepted and the argument against the 
Treasury’s proposal confined to an attempt to 
show that such legislation would mean a net 
loss instead of a net gain. We are not in posses- 
sion of enough data to make this demonstra- 
tion, but we hope the Treasury and the Ways 
and Means Committee will consider the plus 
and minus items very carefully before they 
recommend to the Congress a move which 
would jeopardize so important a source of taxes 
as racing is today. 

Mr. John E. Hughes, a prominent Chicago 
tax lawyer and a breeder of Thoroughbreds on 
a modest scale, has sent us a copy of his letter 
to Mr. Colin F. Stam, the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s tax expert, and we take the liberty of 
quoting Mr. Hughes’ remarks: 

When T read in the Wall Street Journal of April 12th 
that your Staff had recommended the disallowance of a de- 
duction for racing losses. T didn’t believe it) because T know 
your Vision in tax matters is net se shert and soe narrew. 

No one ean say there is not a publie gain rather than 
a loss beeause of this deduction, because the money paid 
as wages creates employment, its recipients pay tax on it. 
the money paid for feed is returned as ineome in’ high 
brackets by feed vendors, the money paid at yearling sales 
is likewise taxed in high brackets to the yearling vendors, 
and the racing it promotes brings large excise taxes to the 
Federal Treasury and also large revenues to the State Treas- 
uries, besides providing healthy recreation for the people. 


The proposal from the Treasury is some- 
thing more than the mere closing of a loophole. 
It demands the careful criticism of state gov- 
ernments and the Congress, as well as that of 
horsemen, farmers, and other individuals.

This was because the permanent litera- 
ture of the Turf in England has unimagin- 
ably outstripped that-of America.

their records consisting largely of the bare 
results, without any light on any part of 
the races except the finish. But when it 
comes to finding out about the men who 
owned and trained and rode the horses. we 
don't belong on the same race track with 
England.

Memory may have slipped a cog or two 
here and there. but you will not add much 
to this. A reasonably good biography of 
Matt Winn exists and is probably still ob- 
tainable. and a biography of A. B. Han- 
cock appeared two years ago. But on own- 
ers and trainers the net total is one actual 
book. and that virtually unavailable. 

The American Turf has had two excel- 
lent historians in W. S. Vosburgh and John 
Hervey. both dead without replacements. 
But the scope of their work was so broad 
that the extended intimate history of in- 
dividual was almost impossible. 
though Mr. Vosburgh’s book is remark- 
ably adept at covering some 60 years and 
still including illuminating detail.

There are a number of books. some fair- 
ly good. on Man o’ War. and one on Sea- 


biscuit. and one on Gallant Fox. though 
the latter one was published in a limited 
edition of 50 copies which are all. or 


nearly all. still in the possession of Wil- 
liam Woodward. Colonel John F. Wall’s 
Famous Running Horses gives. so to speak. 
the skeletons of outstanding horses. but 
where are you going to find the flesh to 
put on them? 

Essentially the great stories of men and

The thought occurs that though there 
are a great many books. there are some 
more which need to be written.

all three would have a fair working knowl- 
edge of American racing for the last 40 
years. | do not mean, you understand, a 
piece of hack journalism based on six in- 
terviews. a month’s scratching in the re- 
cords, and another month of careless writ- 
ing. though even that would be better than 
anything now generally available. But if 
these books could be done with care and 


deliberation. and made to include these 
men’s recollections of their own great 


horses. and of the men and horses with 
which they competed. the yarns from the 
stables as well as the races of record, the 
American Turf would have a_ treasure. 


It is extremely unlikely that these three 
books, with the slow fine toil necessary to 
make them wholly satisfactory, could be 
done as a commercial success, because I 
cannot imagine any really large circula- 
tion. But the four volumes in which Messrs. 
Vosburgh and Hervey brought the his- 
tory of American racing from the begin- 
ning to 1935 could not have been done 
commercially either. These were subsidized 
by The Jockey Club, which in the doing 
performed a very meritorious service to 
everyone interested in racing. We have a 
good many racing organizations now, with 
more money than The Jockey Club usually 
has available. devoted. as they say, to 
the racing. I cannot 
imagine any service they could perform 
would be of more lasting help. I say this 
as a man who has answered. in very un- 
satisfactory fashion, some hundreds of in- 
quiries as to how “I can find out about 
racing.”

Since racing people learn to look for 
angles. perhaps it would be well to add 
another paragraph to block one at the 
outset. It may occur to someone that I am 
trying to make myself a job. Oh hell. no!

A Filly Year at Amarillo; 
A New Idea for Officiating 


Los ANGELES 

This is a filly year at the beautiful Ama- 
rillo Ranch of Mr. and Mrs. John D. Hertz. 
Of the first 18 foals to arrive at the ranch 
this season. 17 were fillies, but no one is 
complaining because the youngsters are 
such a good-looking lot. There is one that 
is especially good. She is by *Mahmoud 
out of Grand Gala, a *Sir Gallahad III 
mare, and is the first youngster by *Mah- 
moud,. IL believe. ever foaled in California. 
Mr. Hertz considers her the best of the 
lot. and it is easy to agree with him. 

His second choice among the fillies 
is a splendid youngster by Count Speed 
out of Cosmopolite. a full sister to Great 
Circle. She appears to have inherited much 
of her sire’s quickness. Our Nancy, a 
*Royal Minstrel mare, has a husky daugh- 
ter by Count Speed. and a good guess is 
that she has just foaled the best racer of 
her career. 

In a few short years Amarillo Ranch. 
located in Canoga Park, just north of Los 
Angeles. has become one of the showplaces 
of the southland. This reporter visited it 
years ago. when they were still putting up 
fences and laying out paddocks, and there 
were only two young horses on the ranch 

Stoner Creek and Amarillo Kid. Both 
turned out to be good winners in Cali- 
fornia racing. although neither is owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. Hertz now. Anyway. 
since then. the ranch has been improved 
tremendously. The paddocks are large. 
trees have been planted along the many 
roads that wind through and around the 
property. barns have been built. and homes 
constructed for the employees. 

The stallion barn is the home of Count 
Speed. Sabu. Solidarity. and Count Galla- 
had. All four stallions are the very  pic- 
ture of good health. and are perfectly 
mannered. Count Speed's first foals are 
coming to the races this year. and_ in 
Princess Rita he already has out the cham- 
pion 2-year-old of the Santa Anita Park 
meeting. In two starts she is undefeated. 
and with her speed she isn’t going to hurt 
her sire’s reputation any. Mr. Hertz be- 
lieves in Sabu, a pure-white son of *Mah- 
moud and a half brother to the fleet Civil 
Code, and he is going to get ample oppor- 
tunity to make good at Amarillo Ranch. 
Solidarity must have put on a couple of 
hundred pounds since his retirement, and 
never looked better. Count Gallahad, which 
has a remarkably fine and masculine head. 
continues to get a good many useful horses. 

Mrs. Hertz has her pets among the 


horses. but her real love among the ani- 
mals is a mynah bird named Count. It 
makes no difference to Count whether he 
is urged to chatter or not. He simply keeps 
up a running fire of conversation, which 
he punctuates with wolf-whistles every 
time a lady gets within eyeshot. Count is 
a nice bird that has been raised properly, 
and his conversation is strictly drawing. 
room style. It is not at all like some mynah 
birds I have known. 

Count’s favorite expression is “Hello, 
darling.” and when Mrs. Hertz leaves the 
room the Count politely and familiarly 
says. “Goodbye. Fanny.” He is a stickler 
for having his meals on time. At 7 a. m. 
sharp. unless breakfast has been or is be- 
ing served, Count pipes up. “Hurry, Carl,” 
and his voice is shrill enough to get results 
in a hurry. For all his friendliness. Count 
is pretty fussy about fingers being stuck 
into his cage. Only Mrs. Hertz can reach 
in to pet him. and get away with it. He 
has a sharp beak. and has been known to 
greet you with “Hello. darling” one mo- 
ment. then take a piece out of your finger 
the next. 

Mr. Hertz believes that Santa Anita’s 
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new policy of splitting most of its $50,000 
stakes is a splendid idea that will help 
all horsemen and the breeding industry 
in California. His stable has raced just 
about everywhere. and he knows what is 
good for racing and what is not. While 
he is interested in California racing, he is 
interested more in the well-being of the 
sport all over the country. He believes that 
splitting the stakes will help Eastern horse- 
men more, probably, than it will California 
stables. An Eastern stable may ship to 
California next winter with a candidate, 
for example, for the Santa Margarita. 
Something may go wrong, and she may not 
be ready for one division of the stake, but 
there is still a chance that she may collect 
the other half. 

By the time you read these lines, Mr. 
and Mrs. Hertz will have ended their win- 
ter stay in Southern California and de- 
parted for a visit to their Stoner Creek 
Farm. near Paris. Ky. All the Hertz year- 
lings in California will join the racing 
stable next vear. None will be offered at 
this summer's California) sales. although 
the chances are they can be purchased 
after they have proved their racing class. 
As for the yearlings at Stoner Creek, Mr. 
Hertz has not vet decided which are to be 
offered at the Keeneland sales. That will 
be one of his first tasks in Kentucky.

PRELIMINARY period of “tooling up” during late Feb- 
ruary and early March, when teasing has progressed in 
stages from the absurd through the ridiculous and into the fairly 
comprehensible. has passed. The breeder finds himself, about 
the middle of March. ready to go into production in earnest. 
If by some coincidence he has followed the sehedule outlined 
in the preceeding chapters. he will have three categories of 
These 
groups are the maiden mares, the barren mares. and the foaling 
mares that were not bred on their ninth day. or that were bred 
and did not conceive. 


mares on hand to deal with in one way or another, 


MAIDEN MARES. The early teasing of the maiden mares, 
aside from giving the breeder some idea as to the probable 
estrual patterns. also serves to aquaint the mares with a routine 
to which they have not been accustomed. Perhaps at first asking 
they appeared extremely nervous. actually frightened or panicky 
in the presence of the teaser. After several routine visits to the 
icasing pole. along with patient handling. they begin to develop 
a behavior pattern that indicates the relationship between their 
psychological and = physiological states at any given time. In 
other words. when a mare shows in to the teaser after such train- 
ing. it can be taken as a dependable sign that she is in estrus. 
and her breeding date can be calculated accordingly. Likewise, 
if she fails to show in. it can be taken to mean that she is not 
in estrus. and not that she might be in but is afraid of the 
teaser, This training is very evident in the breeding shed. al- 
though perhaps not nearly as noticeable as the lack of it in cer- 
tain instances. 


Depending upon the farm or farm manager, there are sev- 
eral different breeding procedures used when breeding a maiden 
mare for the first time. Some establishments take elaborate pre- 
cautions to prevent injury to the stallion in the event that the 
mare decides to veto the whole business. Others use the same 
technique as on any other mare. Some contrive to use a system 
whereby the stallion is afforded adequate protection, and at the 
same time the mare is not punished unduly or subjected to pos- 
sible serious injury as the result of restraining methods em- 
ployed. As a matter of personal preference, the following 
method has proven very satisfactory from the standpoint of safe- 
ty to the stallion, the mare, the personnel, and to surrounding 
structures and equipment. It is recommended without quali- 
fications. and will tend to minimize the number of “acrobatic 
breedings” that will occur from time to time even in the best 
regulated breeding sheds: 


The mare is teased in the ordinary manner. and every effort 
made to induce her to empty her urinary bladder before pro- 
ceeding. She is then led into the breeding shed, or enclosure. 
and allowed to look around for a minute or two. Loud noises 
and unnecessary moving about by attendants or observers should 
be avoided. A shank is then snapped in each ring of the bit on 
the breeding bridle. and an attendant standing on each side can 
keep her headed straight away. A twitch is applied gently but 
firmly and is held. along with one shank, by the attendant on 
the near (left) side. The mare is placed in position facing 
a blank wall. and about two or three feet away from it. The 


THE MECHANICS OF BREEDING 


The Early Teasing of Maiden Mares Is Important . . . Barren Mares Sometimes 
Are Bred Too Soon... A Discussion of the Practice of Impregnation 


near fore leg is picked up and secured in a completely flexed 
position with a leg strap. This strap is made especially for the 
purpose and is equipped with a buckle that insures rapid and 
complete release. 

The teaser is led in and stopped a few yards behind the 
mare. Then, if she remains reasonably calm, he is allowed 
to mount her as gently as circumstances permit. Generally the 
mare will take a step or two forward and perhaps “squat” 
slightly. then stand firm. If she makes no effort to kiek, the 
fore leg may be released. This makes it much easier for her 
to bear the weight of the teaser. The teaser is taken down 
and allowed to mount again. care being taken that he does not 
enter the mare. This is usually all that is necessary to let the 
mare know that disaster is not imminent. Following the usual 
tail bandaging and washing. she will permit the stallion that 
has been substituted for the teaser to proceed with the breeding 
in a manner that can pass for a 


sense, 


“vood service” in broad 
In the event of trouble. the attendant on the near side 
is given complete control of the mare’s head. and he may quite 
easily keep her going in a tight cirele while the stallion retires 
to a safe vantage point. 

Two precautions are very important in the breeding of 
maiden mares and are often overlooked at the time of breeding. 
These should be mentioned here: 

\ large percentage of maiden mares prove somewhat diffi- 
cult’ to breed the first time because of their failure te relax 
during the service. They commonly assume a very tense or rigid 
squatting” position. and this. along with the natural tight- 
ness of the vulva. tend to make entry by the stallion not only 
extremely difficult. but) frequently results in) painful) bruising 
and abrasions to both the mare and_ stallion. 


and 


This naturally 
accentuates any tendeney the mare may have to resist. or in 
breeding-shed vernacular, to “throw a fit.” The application of a 
moderate amount ef an easily obtainable lubricating jelly te 
the area about the vulva will facilitate the entry and save time, 
trouble. and sometimes prevent serious injury. This lubricant 
has no harmful effect on the semen. 

Another precaution is the judicious use of the breeding 
roll. This. as most breeders know. is a padded. leather-covered 
roll four to five inches in diameter and 12 to 16 inches long. 
In an emergency. the ever-present. roll) of absorbent cotton 
(wrapper intact) used for washing mares can be used. When 
the stallion mounts the mare and just begins to make his entry. 
the roll is placed in position against the mare’s buttocks just 
above the stallion’s penis in such a manner as to prevent the 
full entry of the stallion during service. This procedure is es- 
pecially important where the obvious difference in the size of 
the genital organs of the stallion and mare gives rise to doubt 
as to whether the vagina can accommodate the stallion’s penis 
without danger of laceration or penetration of the vaginal wall. 
it can 
Much more attention should be paid to 
these details. Often the general attitude around the breeding 
shed is such that beth mares and stallions are unintentionally

and does happen!

or unconsciously mistreated. A serious consideration of the facts 
involved will correct such a situation. 

\ very helpful and appreciated operation can be performed 
by the owner of the maiden mare if he will take the little time 
and trouble necessary to “jump” her with the teaser in the man- 
ner deseribed before he sends her to an outside stallion to 
he bred. 


BARREN MARES. That the action of some mares at the 
teasing bar is often misleading. especially early in the breeding 
season. has been previously stated. The fact that these mares 
tend to settle to a more definite estrus cycle later. while helpful. 
docs not eliminate the possibility of gross error in the estima- 
tion of the correct day for breeding. A very common mistake 
made at this time of the year is that of breeding the mare too 
soon in her estrus period. This happens when the owner relies 
entirely on the manner in which the mare behaves in the 
presence of the teaser. She has been showing “out” regularly 
until on a particular morning. perhaps precisely on schedule ac- 
cording to the teasing record, she shows definitely “in.” Every- 
thing appears normal to the owner, and he books the mare for 
breeding on her third or fourth day in heat. On this day he 
teases her again and she is apparently in prime condition. so 
away she goes to the stallion and is bred. Had this particular 
mare been examined with the vaginal speculum on the day she 
was bred. in all probability it would have been noted that she 
Was just starting to come into estrus. Delaying the breeding for 
three or four days on the basis of this examination. thus allow- 
ing time for the development of full estrus. would have greatly 
increased the chances of her conceiving to service at the later 
date. It is readily recognized that) some mares. even though 
showing in perfectly to the teaser, may require six to ten days 
to reach the so-called “peak of heat.” when breeding is most 
Later on in the summer the same 
mare will reach this “peak” in a matter of three days. This. of 
course. is simply an example. and actual cases will vary widely. 
However. the earlier heat) periods are longer. and ovulation 
eecurs much later after the onset of heat. as compared. with 


likely to result in pregnancy. 


the periods of late spring and summer. 

The ordinary barren mare. when finally ready for breeding. 
presents no special problems of veterinary interest. Those that 
have had the vulvar suture operation must. of course. be cross- 
stitched before breeding to prevent tearing along the suture 
line. This is a simple procedure performed in the following 
manner: The mare is prepared for breeding in the usual way. 
About one cubic centimeter of local anesthetic is injected into 
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the vulva at both sides of the lower extremity of the suture line 
(upper extremity of the new vulva opening). A surgical needle 
threaded with umbilical tape or linen suture is passed through 
both lips of the vulva in the anesthetized area. The needle is 
started abeut three-eighths of an inch from the line of sutures 
and carried about one-quarter to three-eighths of an inch deep, 
then is passed to the opposite side and the stitch is completed 
by the exact reverse of the first penetration. The tape is pulled 
through and tied. Enough slack is left in the loop to allow the 
end of the little finger to pass under it. The mare is then ready 
for breeding. It is advisable for the veterinarian or an attend- 
ant to assist the stallion when making his entry. to avoid tear- 
ing out the cross-stitch. If the mare is to be bred twice in the 
same heat period, the stitch is left in place until after the last 
service. It is then simply cut and pulled out. 


IMPREGNATING., Shortly after the start of the breeding 
season, when the barren mares are presented for breeding, the 
question of impregnation arises. For those who are not familiar 
with this procedure. a few words of explanation are in order. 


\s applied to Thoroughbred horse breeding in the United 
States. the term impregnation is used to designate the practice 
of artifically transferring the semen from stallion to mare at 
the time of breeding. It involves only the stallion and one mare, 
the transfer being made after a natural service. The semen is 
collected in’ a suitable receptacle, usually an enameled cup, 
from the stallion as he dismounts after completing the service. 
The semen thus obtained is strained through gauze to remove 
any debris. and is placed in a gelatin capsule. The capsule is 
inserted through the cervix into the uterus with the rubber- 
gloved hand. A’ glass syringe with tubing attached (rubber. 
plastic. or stainless steel) may be used to inject the semen 
through the cervix as an alternative to the introduction of the 
semen in the capsule. Whatever the method used. cleanliness is 
absolutely essential. 


Impregnation as described above is not to be confused with 
artificial insemination. — Artificial insemination requires that 


a volume (preferably a complete ejaculate) of semen be ob- 


tained. and from this single sample. one or more individuals 
are impregnated in the manner described above. For artificial 
insemination, the semen is either recovered from the mare’s 
vagina with a syringe and tubing following natural service, or 
collected as for impregnation as the stallion dismounts. or a 
complete ejaculate may be obtained by the use of the condom 
or breeding bag. To make a simple distinction, we can say that 


ANKLE HOBBLES are the most popular type of restraint 
used. 


Canvas protects the mare from a_ biting stallion. 
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“BREAKNECK” HOBBLES give a stallion very effective 
protection, but may be hard on the mare if she fights him. 


impregnation is performed following a natural service with the 
idea of increasing the breeding efficiency of the natural serv- 
ice. Artificial insemination, on the other hand, is performed 
entirely independent of a natural service. and pregnancy is 
dependent wholly upon the artificial insemination. 

A fact well known to Thoroughbred breeders. but relative- 
ly unknown to persons outside the breeding industry. is that 
artificial insemination violates a specified rule of the American 
Jockey Club. This body controls registration in the American 
Stud Book. It is imperative, then, that regulations handed down 
by The Jockey Club be rigidly observed. The rule pertaining 
to our present subject states that a foal, in order to qualify 
for registration in the American Stud Book, must be the result 
of a natural service by the stallion listed as the sire to the mare 
listed as the dam. It is obvious that impregnation, under this 
application of the rule, is a perfectly legal practice, while arti- 
ficial insemination constitutes a violation. Neither foreign Thor- 
oughbred stud registries nor the registries of Standardbred or 
American Saddle Horses in this country have a comparable rule. 
Artificial insemination is practiced in the breeding of breeds 
other than the Thoroughbred in this country, and in all breeds 
to some extent in Europe. 

The use of impregnation as an aid to breeding efficiency 
has become very popular during the past dozen years. Formerly 
used only during the latter part of breeding season on mares 
that were proving difficult to get in foal, this procedure is now 
requested by breeders, as a matter of routine, from the begin- 
ning of the breeding season on barren mares and on foaling 
mares after the ninth-day breeding. In the case of a mare re- 
ceiving a double cover on alternate days, it is customary to 
impregnate following the first service and not after the second. 

The actual value of impregnation as an aid to conception in 
mares is questionable. There has been a great deal of argument 
in favor of it as a routine practice, and there are, as well, 
people who feel that the benefits are not worth while. Others 
condemn the practice as definitely harmful. Probably most of 
the impregnating done at the present time is the indirect result 
of the average breeder’s not being able to make up his mind one 
way or the other. His attitude is that even though it is not a 
“Sure-fire” proposition, it can certainly do no harm when prop- 
erly done by a qualified veterinarian, and probably will be 
of some definite help. In this era of high stud fees and high 
yearling prices. anything that will increase a mare’s chances 
of getting in foal. even slightly, is considered well worth while. 


From a purely objective standpoint it would) seem that 


impregnation, as it is now employed by some Thoroughbred 
breeders, is somewhat overdone. There is no doubt whatsoever 
that impregnation in selected cases enhances the probability of 
pregnancy to a very large extent. In some instances it may even 
amount to the difference between pregnancy and a barren yea! 
for the mare. However, the practice of impregnating every mare 
each time she is bred would not prove to be the aid to concep- 
tion that is commonly supposed. 


The statement has been made that impregnation is of 
definite value in selected cases. Examples are those mares that 
have vaginal scars. cervical scars, or adhesions that interfere 
with the normal function of these structures. Perhaps contrac- 
tion caused by sear tissue has resulted in a deviation of the 
cervix in such a manner that direct access to this passage is 
not afforded the sperm cells at the time of service. Adhesions 
within the folds of the lining membrane of the cervix may cause 
a partial stricture and prevent a complete opening of the en- 
trance to the uterus during the heat period. Impregnation in 
the presence of any of these conditions would markedly increase 
the chances of conception; in fact, it should be a routine pro- 
cedure to impregnate the mare that is known to have lowered 
fertility as the result of such a condition. 

Not only is impregnation indicated in selected mares, but 
also as an aid to selected stallions. However foolish this may 
appear at first glance, the fact remains that all mares and stal- 
lions are not the same size. Thus we find a stallion, that, because 
of his small stature, has great difficulty serving a very large 
or tall mare. It is quite impossible for him to make the “close 
cover” so often associated with the ability to settle his mares 
quickly and with certainty. This relative difference in size or 
conformation quite often poses a problem in the breeding shed. 
Frequently adjustment for the situation is made either by dig- 
ging a shallow pit for the mare to stand in, or by forming a 
mound with a gradual slope for the stallion to stand on when 
mounting an exceptionally large mare. Either method gives the 
stallion a few inches height advantage which is quite often 
the difference between his making a good cover instead of a 
half-way job. 

While such precedure greatly facilitates the breeding opera- 
tion, it can readily be seen that impregnation ef the larger 
mares. when breeding to a relatively small stallion, should prove 
beneficial if only from the mechanical consideration. The same 
would apply to stallions that are unusually rank, and to those 
that tend to make poor covers frequently. 


As in any situation where the attempt is made to improve 
on nature, utmost care and cleaniness is demanded. Unless these 
precautions are rigidly observed, the impregnating is very likely 
to result in poor results or even in extensive injury or infection 
to the mare. 


Statistics are not available that would give a definite an- 
swer to the over-all efficiency of impregnation as employed in 
mares of all classes. whether they possess some genital injury 
such as has been mentioned, or are normal in every respect. 
Personal observation has led to two general conclusions. (1) 
Taking as a group those mares with some visible indication for 
impregnation, and those that are being bred to a stallion that 
would obviously be materially assisted by impregnating his 
mares. routine impregnation would, without doubt, substantial- 
ly inerease the percentage of conceptions per serviee. (2) Any 
increase in the breeding efficiency from the routine impregna- 
tion of mares other than those in the above group would bg se 
small as to be negligible.

The Wood Memorial Stakes was the fourth start 
of 1951 for Repetoire, and it netted his fourth 
consecutive victory, all of them in stakes. Totalled 
up. his margins of victory in the four races add 
up to seareely more than a length, but the impor- 
tant thing is that his is the nose that has been in 
front at the wire. 

At Laurel Park, on March 24, the son of *Happy 
Argo made his 1951 debut, in’ the six-furlong 
Cherry Blossom Stakes. Under 118 pounds he won 
by a nose over General Staff (124). On April 4 
he came out for the six-furlong Experimental Handi- 
cap No. 1, in which he carried 116 pounds, a lit- 
tle above the intermediate in a field) which in- 
cluded the low weight of 102 pounds (Father 
Tiber) and the high weight of 121 (To Market). 
He got this one by three-quarters of a length over 
Pictus (115). Back at Laurel for the Chesapeake 
Stakes, representing his first effort of the year 
at farther than six furlongs, Repetoire carried 119 
pounds to beat Alerted a head. In this race he was 
on the front end all the way. In the others he had 
been close to the early pace, but had not tried 
to lead throughout. 

In the Wood he was facing the best field he 
had met this year, and for the first time he was 
carrying as much as 126 pounds. It was a tough 
assignment, but he made it. He was third choice in 
the betting, though the heavy play on Unele Mil- 
tie ($1.15 to $1) brought his odds to $6.70 to $1. 
Jockey Pete McLean, who has ridden Repetoire in 
all his races this year, did not attempt to place 
his colt with Intent, Lord Putnam, To Market, and 
*Northern Star, the early leaders. But he spotted 
him in sixth place. in the clear along the rail. 
On the back stretch Repetoire advanced to fourth, 
and on the far turn MeLean took him te the out- 
side and moved on Intent. To Market, and Lord 
Putnam. At the head of the stretch Intent drifted 
out, carrying Repetoire wider than MeLean wanted 
te vo. and Erie Guerin sent To Market through on 
the inside. Meanwhile, Eddie Arearo had been 
bringing Battle Morn gradually through the field, 
on the outside, and at the top of the stretch he 
became a genuine contender. To Market’s advan- 
lageous position on the rail availed him) nothing, 
for at this point he was through. But Repetoire, 
Intent. and Battle Morn had some run left. Battle 
Morn wanted to do his racing toward the outside 
rail and this may have cost him the victory. Ap- 
parently the son of *Blenheim TL had = run 
left than Repetoire, but when Arearo tried to keep 
him from going wide, he stopped running at all, 
the man of letters Tet him have his own) way 
and he gained on Repetoire, but) missed catching 
him by a head. 


Repetoire so far has done everything that has 
been asked of him. His margins of victory in’ his 
four stakes wins of this year have been narrow, 
but the colt) has shown considerable gameness, 
and MeLean apparently knows how to ride him. 
Most of his successes have come in races in which 
he led most of the way. but the Wood confirmed 
that he can be rated of the pace, as had been 
shown last fall at Garden State Park, when Nick 
Culmone brought him from fifth place to first’ in 
an allowance race in which he beat Hasty Request. 

The Wood had its quota of Derby casualties: 
Unele Miltie was withdrawn from the Churchill 
Downs test, it was announced early this week, and 
he will be pointed for the Preakness, for which he 
was made a supplementary nominee. (A little late 
it was announced that he would start in the Derby, 
but there seemed to be a degree of confusion about 
the actual plans.) Intent. which was not raced at 
two but did very well in the Wood, his first effort 
at farther than six furlongs, came out of the race 
with bucked shins, and will skip the Derby and the 
Preakness, it was announced by Harry Isaacs, his 
owner. 

Repetoire has been made a supplementary nomi- 
nee to the Preakness. thus he now is eligible for 
all three of the Triple Crown races. A $4,000 sales 
yearling (1949 Saratoga Sales), he now has earned 
more than 20 times his purchase price. He was the 
only *Happy Argo yearling sold in 1949, and was 
one of only three registered foals of 1948 by 
*Happy Argo. The Jrish-bred stallion has only two 
registered foals of 1949. Details of his career were 
in Tue Bioop-Horst of October 22, 1949, page 170.

Wistful was foaled on March 1, 1946, at the late 
Warren Wright's Calumet Farm, at Lexington. The 
Ben Ali Handicap was her first stakes win of the 
year. but it was her fifth, all told, and was her 13th 
stakes placing. In 1949, at three, she was something 
of an Oaks specialist. winning the Kentucky, Pim- 
lico. and Coaching Club American Oaks. She also 
was second in the Ashland Stakes, and was third 
in the Cleopatra Handicap. After the Cleopatra she 
was returned to the farm for a rest, and her ankles 
were fired. (They previously had been fired when 
she was a yearling, as a precautionary measure, and 
Wistful was raced only twice as a 2-year-old, part- 
ly because of her ankles and partly because of an 
epidemic of coughing among the Calumet 2-year- 
olds.) 

Last year. at four, Wistful won the Clang Handi- 
cap. was second in the Arlington Matron, Beverly, 
and Edgemere Handicaps, and was third in the 
Beldame. Ladies’, and Vanity Handicaps. 

In the Ben Ali Handicap, Wistful carried 112 
pounds, even with Swap Out and 14 actual pounds 
below the topweighted Mount Marey.

In the Art Sparks Handicap, Coaltown was win 
ning his first stakes since he beat Armed in the 
Washington Park Handicap on September 5, 1949.

lieves that officials should call all “in- 
quiries.” and that a jockey should never be 
permitted to make a claim of foul.

“Racing.” he points out, “is the most 
closely supervised sport in the world. 
There are patrol judges stationed at stra- 
tegic lookouts all over the track, plus 
stewards at the finish line. plus motion 
picture cameras filming the running of 
every race. Officials are paid high salaries. 
and when they see a foul. they should 
call it—not wait for the jockeys to claim it. 

“In baseball.” Bell goes on, “a_ ball 
player's contention that he was safe. or 
that the last pitch was a ball or a strike, 
as the case might be. falls on deaf ears 
when he appeals to the umpire. The lat- 
ter’s word is absolute law and he doesn't 
have half a dozen other officials, plus a 
battery of cameras, to back him up.”

Many Horses in Training 


At Old Nashville Center 


NASHVILLE 

At least a hundred Thoroughbreds have 
winter-trained at Nashville’s 
State Fair Grounds. and about half that 


Tennessee 


number will be galloping over the 60-year- 
old mile track until the first of May. On 
bad days. and there have been plenty 
this season, the three-eighths-mile covered 
oval that houses cattle during the fair has 
been helpful. 

Although the Fair Grounds has not been 
the Cumberland Park course since 
1906, runners have been trained there rath- 
er consistently since that time, and in re- 
cent years the winter colony has taken on 
new life, largely because the covered track 
was resurfaced to suit the horsemen. 

Odie Clelland has recently taken his 16 
charges to Kentucky. and the Murray Hill 
contingent of five is leaving any day for 
Chicago. However, George C. White’s 29 
head pointed for Detroit, Winston Neil’s 
eight, and Brice Wilborn’s varying num- 
ber will continue to make old Cumberland 
resemble a race track rather than a fair 
grounds for a few weeks longer. 

On her record, the star trainee on the 
track that legged up Head Play, Black 
Maria, and other stakes winners is Our 
Request. She won in 1950 the one-mile 
Falls City Handicap for fillies and mares 
at Louisville. and was second (to Mount 
Marcy) in the Louisville Handicap, at 
nine furlongs. and in the Rose Leaves 
Stakes (to Evanstep), six furlongs, at De- 
troit. She won the Rose Leaves Stakes in 
1949, a race named, incidentally, for a 
Nashville-bred mare that achieved fame as 
the dam of Bull Lea. 

Our Request is a handsome 5-year-old 
bay mare by Requested—Inspiration, by 
*Mount Beacon. She was bred by her own- 
ers. George White and Dr. E. W. Thomas 
of Lexington. where she was raised. 

Perhaps Bright, Steel would rank next 
to “Mama” in the White string. The 8- 
son of *Rolls Royee—Thumb 
Tack. by Hard Tack. won three races and 
more than $5.000 in 1950. and nearly $509.- 
000 altogether. Like Our Request and most 
of his owner’s horses. he’s sound as a bell. 

Dixie Flyer. a 4-year-old filly. by Blue 
Flyer—Naughty Day. by *Rolls Royce. 
won three races last year. beating Our 
Request.
